Gen. Mikhailovitch’s forces were 
reported to have killed at least 
7,500 Axis troops and captured 
several thousand more in May. 
Reliable sources said they had 
fought a major battle with Axis 
troops and that Hungarian war- 
ships on the Danube had par- 
ticipated. The guerillas succeeded 
in disrupting the vital oil traffic 
on the Danube.

A German dispatch from Istan- 
bul reports that great quantities

The purpose of the bill is to head off 
lawsuits arising out of claims dating back 
to the days of federal administration. The 
provincial legislature passed an Act 
which changes the terms on which oil 
lands were leased from the Crown before 
the resources were transferred to provin- 
cial control. 

Most of the oil companies are said to 
favor the changes, but a minority do not, 
and these in some instances appealed to 
the courts. To prevent a deadlock should 
prolonged litigation follow in a consider- 
able number of cases, the bill now before 
the Commons proposes to make clear the 
right of the legislature to decide on what 
terms Alberta oil lands may be held under 
lease. 

Some opposition has developed to the 
bill and the minister in charge has been 
urged to withdraw it. This Mr. Crerar re- 
fuses to do, and he is right in refusing. 
Aside from all special pleading and legal 
technicalities, the legislature of Alberta 
should have the same power to regulate 
the use and development of the natural 
resources aS has the legislature of any 
other province. 

This principle is quite unassailable. 
If the objecting oilmen have any claim to 
compensation or consideration of any 
kind that claim lies against the Dominion; 
and they have no valid argument for ask- 
ing that the provincial authority be hob- 
bled in dealing with the public property 
that has been placed in its charge.

It's A Big Place Now 


The civic census shows that Edmon- 
ton's population is now 95,725, a gain of 
1801 for the year. 

A notable fact is that since the first 
census was taken after the incorporation 
of the city—in 1906, each decennial count 
has shown a very substantial and fairly 
uniform increase. There has been no pro- 
longed standstill period. 

Over the past ten years the rate of 
growth per year averages around 1600, 
and year by year the gain has kept fairly 
close to that figure. This period covers the 
years of depression as well as the fever- 
ishly busy war years, and neither the one 
condition nor the other affected the 
yearly increase to a marked degree. 

The rate for the past year has been 
better than the average, but not remark- 
ably better. While large numbers of men 
have left Edmonton to serve in the armed 
forces and many families have moved 
away for reasons connected with war in- 
dustry, there has been a compensating 
inward movement, and on balance the city 
has gained somewhat faster than in pre- 
war years. 

Edmonton is now definitely in the 
class of the larger Canadian centres, and 
the faith of the pioneers has been vindi- 
cated while many of them are still here. 
Should the past and present rate of 
growth be only maintained, when the 
present decade in the civic record ends in 
1946, the population will be beyond the 
100,000 mark. Including the communities 
which have developed just beyond the city 
boundaries, the Greater Edmonton area 
now contains more than this number of 
people. 

But with the quickening development 
to the north the promise is that the city 
will grow much faster in the future, 
whether the war ends soon or later.

WASHINGTON, July 22.—(AP) 
—In an unprecedented move, 
President Roosevelt yesterday 
selected Admiral William D. 
Leahy, sailor-diplomat, to be his 


| 


right-hand man in prosecuting the 


global war on the land and sea 
and in the air. 

Leahy was given the newly- 
created title of chief of staff to the 
commander in chief of the armed 
forces—that is, to the president. Im- 
mediately there was a surge of 
speculation that Leahy'’s counsel 
would have great effect on such 
questions as the possible opening 
of a second European front. Some 
suggested that Leahy might even 
be slated eventually to become top 
man of a unified United Nations 
| high command. 


DECLINES COMMENT 


Mr. Roosevelt, making his an- 
| nouncement at a press conference, 
| was besieged with such questions. 
But he firmly declined to amplify 
his announcement in this direction. 

One highly placed army officer, 
speaking anonymously, remarked 
later that the title certainly implied 
something more than that of an ad- 
ministrative assistant to the presi- 


dent. 
Where the second front was 
concerned, this source suggested 


that Leahy, who recently return- 
ed from France, where he served 
as ambassador to the Vichy gov- 
ernment, was by virtue of this 
experience and his long naval 
career in an unusually good posi- 
tion to evaluate reports from 
France and elsewhere bearing 
upon the projected offensive.
